HISTORY  AN)  MEANING  OF  THE  SURNAME 


FROHLIOH, 

According  to  the  German  dictionary,  the  word  "Frohlich*  (Ad- 
jutive  and  adverb)  means  Joyous,  joyful ;  gay,  blithsomej  jovial; 
merry;  frolicsome;  gladsome.

"The  name  Froehlich  is  explained  either  as  a  name  of  the  Class  I, 
that  la,  as  a  personal  name  of  native,  i.e.,  old  Germanic,  and  pre- 
Christian  origin,  docived  from  tho  root  Frodas,  to  which  is  made  re¬ 
ference;  or  as  e  name  of  Class  III,  that  is  a  name  belongi ng  to  the 
youngest  group  of  surnames,  derived  from  the  names  of  places  or  occu¬ 
pations. 

Under  the  ancient  Germanic  word  Frodae,  the  I,  standing  for  Class  I, 
is  followed  by  the  different  forms  this  word  assumed;  the  Gothic  Froths, 
Old  High  German  Fruot,  saddle  High  German  Vruot,  Old  Saxon  Frod,  and  the 
Latin  word  of  same  root,  Prudens.  Then  is  given  its  meaning  as  "verstun- 
dig,  weiae*  -  in  English  "intelligent.  Judicious,  tfise,  Prudent."

Born  in  Robens  Housa,  Heaeo-Caaael  (novi  the  Prussian  Province  of  Hease- 
Naasau),  Germany,  on  April  16,  18l6|  came  to  America  alone  in  1855  on  a  sail¬ 
ing  ship  and  established  a  home  in  Vermilion,  Erie  County,  Ohio*  Here  he 
operated  a  brick  yard  on  what  is  now  (I960)  tfest  Lake  Road  in  the  town  of 
Vermilion,  Ohio.  He  died  in  Vermilion,  Ohio,  on  February  23,  1871# 

About  1835,  in  Robena  HouBa,  now  the  Prueaian  Province  of  Hesse-Nasaau, 
Germany,  he  married  Anna  Christina  Zimmer,  born  in  Robens  Housa  on  December  8, 
1816;  died  in  their  old  log  oatdn  on  their  farm  in  Erie  County,  Ohio,  on  now 
what  is  Stanley  Road,  on  January  24,  1892*  Her  funeral  was  held  in  the  German 
Reformed  Chur  oh.  Vermilion,  Oldo. 

Both  are  buried  in  the  Maple  Grove  Cemetery,  Axtel,  Erie  Co.,  Ohbo* 

She  came  to  America  with  the  children  in  Januaiy  1856,  on  a  sailing  vessel, 
the  trip,  due  to  severe  stoma,  took  two  months,  aoi  one  of  the  children  died 
and  was  buried  at  sea. 

On  November  12,  I867,  he  purchased  a  small  farm  of  six  acres  on  the  north 
side  of  Stanley  Road,  about  800  ft.  east  of  Borneo  Road,  in  Vermilion  Twp*, 

Erie  Co,,  Ohio,  where  they  lived  for  many  years*  lbs  wife^  sister,  Uargaretha 
(Zimmer)  Adams  lived  across  the  road  from  than. 

In  later  years  the  girls  were  married  under  the  name  of  Frohlich,  but  the 
boys  ohanged  to  the  English  equivalent  "Frailey'1* 

Frailey  Road,  running  north  and  south  in  Vermilion  Township,  Erie  Co.,  Ohio, 
is  said  to  have  been  named  after  this  family*
